Chriſt, the Lamb ſlain from the foundation of the world when it began 
its found ation, then the Lamb was ſlain, thenthe-world was ſetup in mans 
heart that he dia a0 ſeerhe bdpimiing nor the ending of the works of God, 
and then Adam and Eves deny. fleſh wat defiled' and. clean bodres , and 
clean minds, whenthey trakſeyeſed and tranſgreſfſion entred , ſo came ſin 
ints Adam and Eve ,. and then came death, and then the bedy if death 
made up in the fin and tranſgrefſion im Adams fleſhy and Eves , thew was 
their minds defiled . and therr ſpirits ard their ſouls came into death and
